Many minutes 
were required before the strap did the work 

Prof. Charles had been in his room for 
several hours, but Mrs. Charles had not dis- 
turbed him, as he had told her he intended to 
sleep. For six weeks he had been af- 
flicted with insomnia which undoubtedly 
preyed upon hig mind. In the last five years 
he had had two attacks of nervous prostra- 
tion and only recently had returned from a 


long rest.

The united ministerial opposition was the 
direct result of an appea) sent throughout 
the state by the Christian Endeavor ihion, 
It is expected that the different ministers’ 
associations of Chicago, nearly all of which 
meet today, will pases formal resolutions 
against it. 

Bishop Fallows voiced his ae Bs In a 
short prelude to his sermon. 

‘*T am unalterably opposed to the bill 
now pending in the legislature to legalize 
‘sparring matches,’ ’’ he said. ‘* As in other 
states, these sparring exhibitions would de- 
generate into brutal prize fights, demoraliz- 
ing the community. Dlinéie must not coun- 
tenance them.’’ 

The Rev. Frank Smith, representative in 
the house for the Nineteenth district and 
pastor of the Warren Avenue Congregational 
church, will fight the bill. 


Promises to Work in House. 

‘“T shall work against the bill there to the 
best of my ability, and I know of many rep- 
oom latieal who have made up their minds 
te vote against it,”’ he said. 

The Rev. Austin K. De Blois, pastor of the 
First Baptist church, said: 

“The members of our congregation should 
make it known in a decided way to our rep-

DIAZ PLEDGES RESIGNATION. 
Mexico City, May 7.—Gen. Porfifo Diag 
tonight issued a mapnifeste to the people af 
Mexico declaring hig intention to resign the 

presidency as soon as peace is destored. 
In this manner the president has virtually 
acceded to the demands of Francisco 1. 
Madero that he make announcement of such 


intention. 
As to when peace is actually restored, Gen 
Diaz reserves the right to be the judge. In 


the words of the manifesto, it wil] be ** when, 
according to the dictates of my conscience, | 
am sure that my resignation will not be fol- 
lowed by anarehy.”’ . 

President Explains Action. 

The president declared his determination 
not to relinquish the presidency at this time 
was not due to vanity.or love of power, be- 
cause, as he painted out, power at this time 
had no attraction, accompanied as it is by 
tremendous responsibilities and worry. He 
said he was prompted solely by a desire to 
conserve the best interests of his country. 

The president made it clear that he does not 
propose to abandon the presidency while his 
country Is at war and that he would not do 
so at any time under compulsion, 

Gen. Diaz's manifesto will be made public 
tomorrow morning, but it will not be sent offi- 
cially to Judge Carbajal for formal trans- 
mission to Dr. Vasquez Gomez, representa- 
tive of Madero. 

The promise of the president is made to the 
people of Mexico, and its receipt by the revo- 
lutionists will be incidental. 

That it will be sent to them immediately. 
however, by private individuals and that it 
will be regarded as entirely satisfactory by 
them is taken for granted. 

Announced at Cabinet Meeting. 

It wae@ at a cabinet meeting this afternoon 
Gen. Diaz announced to his ministers his 
decision. 

For two hours and a’ half they diseussed 
the terms of the manifesto, and atthe con- 
clusion of the meeting there remained noth- 
ing to do but to secure its official promuiga- 
tion. 

Only in a general way does the manifesto 
refer to the revolution. The government's 
position ie that Gen. Diaz could not have 
made a public statement atan earlier moment 
and it ia indicated that the evolutionists 
failed to observe the amenities of the peace 
negotiatéons by making them public.

In concluding, Gen. Diag appealed to the 
patriotism of the people, calling upon them 
to act together for the peace and progress of 
the nation, and eulogized the army.

Vice President Would Succeed. 

The vice president would assume the execu- 
tive chair, and he in turn would be followed 
by the minister of foreign affairs. In this 
case the vice president is seriously sick and 
is in Europe on an eight months’ leave of 
absence ijn an endeavor to regain his health. 
Should Vice President Corral not be back 
in the country at the time Diaz leaves his 
post the new ineumbent would be Minister 
de La Barra, the choice of the rebels them- 
selves for provisional president. What course 
affairs would take once the vice president or 
the minister was in power remains to be 
seen. 

Although the announcement of Gen Diaz 
that he would resign once his country was 
at peace will not reach the rebels through 
official channels, it can be regarded by them 
as nothing less than compliance with their 
chief demands. 

Officials and civilians in the capital believe 
that Madero will not quibble over the method, 
and if he is sincere in h'!s desire to end the 
war he will at once order the cessation of 
hostilities 

All Rebels Obey Madero. 

It is no longer denied that a great major- 
ity of the revolutionists in all parts of the 
republic are acting either directly or indl- 
rectly under the orders of Madero, and it is 
a fact well established that numerous bands, 
suspected of fighting independently, have 
during the last week ‘signified a desire for 
peace, but only in accordance with the de- 
cision reached at Juarez. They will continue 
the rebellion or stop as Madero instructs, 

Few in Mexico knew of the result of the 
cabinet meeting until the news was published 
in extras tonight. Shocked by the news of 
yesterday, the citizens of the capital spent 
Sunday in @despondency. The usua! crowds 
at the band concerts were lacking, and 
throughout the city gloom and pesshnism 
were refiected on every countenance. The 
reaction was immediate upon the receipt of 
the news that Gen. Diaz had opened the way 
for peace even while the public wasawaiting 
news of a battle. 

“The document ts clear, simple, and con- 
cige, and shows the utsnost sincerity,” said 
Minister de Ja Barra tonight. “ It is bound 
to produce a great impression in this country, 
in the United States, and im Hurope. All the

Early im the day 
Madero issued a proclamation calling upon 
hig troops not to attack Juares because of 
the peril of causing complications with the 
United States. Imstead he started his army 
on @ march south toward Mexico City. When 
he beard that Diaz hed decided to resign 
be stepped the march south. He then an- 
nounced that he would agree to adother 
armistice during which peace negotiations 
might be resumed. 

The danger of some fighting at Juarez has 
not entirely ceased, however. One section 
of the rebel army is known to have planned 
to ignore the orders of Madero and attack 
the town at midnight tonight. it is ex- 
pected that this will be ypposed by both the 
Madero and the federa. forces. 

Gomez Pleased with Action. 

Dr. Vasquez Gomez, head of the rebel peace 
commission, upon the arrival of official! ip- 
formation concerning the manifesio and upog 
receipt of further instructions from Gen. 
Madero, declared that peace negotiations 
would be resumed. 

“The primary condition has been satis- 
fied,’ he declared, ** the other conditions will 
not present any: difficulties because they are 
the fulfillment of secondary mattera The 
manifesto of Gen. Diag showe his good de- 
sire for the welfare of the country.” 

Judge Carbajal, the federal envoy, received 
the news without comment. He said he 
had received no private advices, but it is 
assumed he will learn of the matter later. 

Madero, in his manifesto calling off any 
attack on Juarez, cited the Douglas, Ariz., 
incidents, and declared that, while the taking 
of Juarez might be an immense military ad- 
vantage, it would bring about complications 
with a nation “ which has always given us 
and with whom 4p 
interngtional conflict would be probable. 

Gen. Madero’s Manifesto, 

The manifesto was as follows:

Gen. Orozco, especially, who, the last 
time he was near to the city of Juarez 
could not attack, considered that it was a 
military obligation that he should not retire 
a second time without making an asegult.

TAFT PLEASED BY NEWS. 

Washington, D. C., May 7.—-President Teft

The news of the withdrawal of ineurrec- 
tionary forces from a position so close to 
the American towns as to constitute a con- 
stant source of friction and a@ menace. to

The president and othe 
administration officiale then felt that peace 
was not a dream, and they have held to this 
view more or less hopefully despite frequent 
discouraging reports. 

Deny Any Intervention. 

José Vasconcolas, who took the place of 
Gomez as revolutionary diplomatic agent 
here when the latter left to join Madero, to- 
night telegraphed to the editor of E) Pais at 
Mexico City: 

* I appeal to the wistetehtenn of your news- 
parer to deny rumors of American interven- 
tion, as up to the present time no suclj danger 
exists. Argerican anti-foreign demonstra- 
tion would be unjustifiable.” 

“The chief obstacle to peace has now been 
removed and I believe quiet will socn be re- 
stored in my country,” said Mr. Vasconcelos. 
Mr. Vasconcelos thinks peace negotiaticns 
will be resumed atonce. And since President 
Diaz has conceded the great point for which 
the revobutionists contended, Mr. Vascon- 
celos is confident that it will be only a matter 
of days before terms of peace will be under 
consideration. 

So far the state department has received 
no word from the embassy in Mexico concern- 
ing the latest developments. 


DIAZ RULED WITH ROD OF IRON. 

Porfirio Diaz, autocrat of Mexico since 
1876, when he headed a rbelionwhich over- 
threw President Tejada, is about to yield his 
scepter unwillingly—at the behest of Madero, 
leader of the latest revolution in that stormy 
 fepublic. 

While his rule has been harsh, bis methods 
have been popularly suppesed to be the only 
ones that could keep bis restive subjects un- 
der control. Since he has been head of the 
‘\ republic Mexico has made wonderful prog- 
ress. He has encouraged the investment of 


\ pemquéside capital and citizens of the United 


States and Europe have poured millions into 
the republic, with the result that that coun- 
try has enjoyed a prosperity that a quarter 
of a century ago was not dreamed of by his 
subjects. 


What of the Future? 

Because Diaz is the only presidept able to 

fmsure peace to his country there bas been 
much speculation of late years as to what 
would happen when he retires. The owners 
of the millions of foreign capital invested in 
Mexico will await with great interest, if not 
trepidation, the result of the election of his 
successor and the effect the change will have 
on the Mexican people. 

Of late considerable discontent with Diaz’s 
eontinuance in the presidency has manifested 
itself, it being felt by many that he has held 
the office long enough. The present revolt 
Was due to Diaz’s recent re@lection. 


Madero Starts.a Revolt. 

Francisco I. Madero, member of one of 
Mexico's wealthiest families, was candidate 
for the presidency against Diaz, thie princi-

‘Widow Carries Many to Safety.

* I was on my way home when I saw smoke 

coming from a window on the top floor,” she 
said. ‘I stopped to look closer and in a sec- 
ond I saw flames burst forth. 

“por a moment I was paralyzed. I knew 
of the babies sleeping on that floor and my 
first thought was that they would all be 
burned to death. When I recovered I found 
myself running toward the building scream- 
ing ‘ Fire!’ 

“T rushed right in and up the stairway. 
Everybody was excited, for they hed heard 
me coming, but they did not seem to realize 
that the house was on fire. 


Tty to Evade, 

“When I reached the top floor & waeae 
pitiable sight. The dormitory waa rapidly 
filling with smoke and all the little ones 
were crying and frightened half to death. 
They were running aimlessly about the nom 
and tried to get away from me. Some lay 
down on the floor and kicked when I went to 
take hold of them, and others crawled under 
the beda. 

“TY carried them out three ata time. Az 
near as I can remember I made about ten 
trips. When I would get half way down the 
bottom stairs there would be some one there 
to take the little victims. I would rush up 
again after others. 

“The last two or three tripe were danger- 
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ous, es thé flames were coming out of a door 
that I had to pase on the second floor. I 
thought my clothes would catch fire every 
time I passed. The babies, too, would 
squirm and try to get loose. I was becoming 
exhausted ané could hardly hold them”’

aid sent out by the orphanage in the morning. 
Autdmobiles and buggies drove up to the 
scene of the fire every few minutes during 
the entire aftérnoon and each deposited 
bundies of clothing and supplies for the in- 
stitution.

IN TILDEN CASE 


Senators Declare . Power of 
Legislature Should Be Fixed 
by Higher Court. 


MEETING DUE TOMORROW. 


Action on Lorimer Inquiry Will 
Be Decided After Committee 
Hears Healy’s Report. 


The Helm committee Of the Illinois state 
senate, held to be without legal standing in 
ite investigation of the bribery scandal by 
Judge Adelor J. Petit, will determine tomor- 
row whether or not an appeal will be taken 
to the Supreme court. 

While members of the committee who could 
be reached would not discuss the Petit opin- 
ion which enabled Edward Tilden, the pack- 
er, and his bankers to resist the committee’s 
subpcenas through habeas corpus action, 
other legislators in close touch with the com- 
mittee declared that the matter would be car- 
ried to the higher court. 


Expects Appeal to Be Made. 

“I don’t want to embarrass the Helm com- 
mittee by giving out a public statement,” 
one senator said, ** but the sweeping decision 
of Judge Petit makes it necessary for the 
committee to ask for‘another hearing on the 
matter in self-defense. 

“In his finding the jurist attacks the va- 
lidity of the entire procedure of the commit- 
tee as well as its right to compel the attend- 
ance of Tilden as a witness. 

* The decision, in effect, questions the legal 
intelige nce of the committee, chosen because 
of their high legal attainments. The com- 
mittee, it may be confidently asserted, will 
ask the senate to appeal.’’ 

Legislators who have watched the investi- 
gation and know the attitude of the senate, 
said there was little doubt but that the upper 
house would uphol@ its committee in any ac- 
tion f took.

Ministérs Told to Avoid 


Reform. 


INISTERS should stick to their jobs of 

ministering te the spiritual needs of 

their parishioners and leave such 

problems as poverty, disease, igno- 

rance, and other maladjustments of 
society to men specially trained to remedy 
these ills. ‘ 

This was the advice of the Rev. Oscar C. 
Helming of the University Congregational 
church delivered last night to the graduating 
class of ministers of the Chicago Theological 
seminary in the new First Congregational 
church, Ashland and Washington boulevards. 

“The modern critics of the church have 
told us that we ought to concern ourselves 
with the solutioh of such problems as hunger, 
sin, poverty, disease, and ignorance,” said the 
Rev. Mr. Helming. “We have been told that 
we confined ourselves too much to the exter- 
nal and. future problems of soul salvation. 
The church has listened to this counsel and 
as a result has confused. the fundamental 
issues of the church. We have established 
cooking, sewing, and other classes under the 
auspices of the church, 

“If you are going to begin remedying all 
these faults you will have little time léft 
for your own work as ministers. Your work 
as ministers is to develop the soul and spir- 
itual personality of yeur parishioners.” 

The graduating exercises of the Chicago 
Theological seminary will last till Wednesday, 
May 10. There are twenty-two graduates in 
the four institutes of the seminary. 


Points Out Evil of Press. 


New York, May 7.—Journalism must return 
to Christ and the ten commandments, in the 
opnion of the Rt. Rev. James A. McF aul, bishop 
of the Roman tholic diocese of Trenton, N. 
J., who addr newspaper men in St. Pat- 
rick's cathedral here this morning. 

Newspaper men should form a code of ethics 
and bind themselves to adhere to them upon 
their honor. Publish the truth only; all the 
truth that necessary, neither abridged nor 
exaggerat and all the truth that is seconda- 
rily useful or properly interesting without the 
invasion of public or private rights. If all this 
were done, he said, the daily press would have 
gone far in remedying its defects. 

The occasion was ghe celebration of the tenth 
enniversary of the establishment in New York 
of early morning mass for newspaper men and 
night workers. Today’s celebration was in the 
forn. of a high pontifical mass, at which Arch- 
bishop Farley officiated.

Strawberries—Raw and Cooked. 


HERE are a great many strawberry bar- 
barities perpetrated beside that of com- 
bining this berry with stale cake and call- 
ing the product strawberry shortcake— 
it is short of everything desirable in the 

way of a strawberry dainty. It is equally bar- 
barous to put strawberries into a dessert jelly 
and then to flavor the whole with strawberry 
extract. This is indeed like painting the lily, 
and with the coarsest of pigments. 

There are a good many of the flavoring ex- 
tracts which but distantly approach in taste the 
native fruit or berry from which they take 
their name, especially those of the cheaper 
grades, and the strawberry extracts are seldom 
a delight, whether we get their taste in jellies 
or in chocolate candy fillings. In fact, they are 
usually a frightful disappointment. 

The pure crushed etrawberry makes a de- 
lightful flaver not enly for ice cream sodas afd 
sundaes, but for the mousse, the nectar drinks, 
and the molds and frozen creams f various 
sorts. 

Strawberries crushed and well sugared are 
in a Way preserved, and will keep much longer 
than without the sugar so that it is economy 
to care for them the moment they come from 
the dealer—economy whether they are to be 
thus treated or eaten whole with sugar and 
cream. If they are spread out on plates and 
piatters so that each stands by itself if pos- 
Sible, at least is not weighted down, they will 
keep much better than in the crowded box where 
a decayed berry will affect all its neighbors. 

The acids of the gtrawberry are a most ex- 
cellent and valuable tonic for bilious people and 
tor these with similar complaints, it is claimed.

A great specialist on the subject of fruits 
and berries says that if a little cayenne pepper 
is added to them it will not unpleasantly de- 
tract from their flavor, and will very often pre- 
vent difficulties in digesting them. If there is 
any philosophy in this it is that ® pepper 
causes the digestive juices to flow in larger 
quantities, and therefore the work of taking 
care of the berries is more thoroughly done. 

Of the ways of putting up the strawberry 
perhaps the jam is the most generally accept- 
able, but the preserve the most generally useful, 


‘since it can be used for flavoring and for man 


of the things for which the fresh berry is use 
Old strawberry preserves are not half so de- 
licious as the new ones, and it is -often the 
opinion of others beside the small members of 
a family that they should be eaten while they 
are fresh. Pound for pound is the recipe and 
the fruit and sugar are put together in layers 
in the preserving kettle. They are brought 
slowly. to the boiling point, skimmed y 
and boiled ten minutes from the @ they be- 
gin to bubble. Those whe have the facilities 
Place them in dishes in the sun for three or 
four days, the fruit two or three inches deep, 
anu the dishes covered with glass. By this pro- 
tess the fruit is made plump and firm and the 
sirup tuickeng almest te a jelly.

The Midnight Concert.

N Exceedingly Open Letter from Gus- 
tavus Gloom to the Family Across the 
Street. 
“Dear Family: I attended your mid- 
might concert last night. As your 
guests came away at a quarter to.” o'clock 
Sunday morning they probably noticed me if 
they glanced up at the pale, sad faces peering 
down at your flat from the palatial apartment 
building opposite." I wore a father nightie, 
pink with a blue collar. Perhaps it was too 
dark for your guests to take particular note 
of my costume, but I was right there.

Her playing was extreme- 
ly forceful, and her handling of several mas- 
terpieces, especially the Berceuse de Casey 
Jones in E minor, was most extraordinary. 
Her facile technic and her plastic handling of 
the architecture of this composition were re- 
markable. I think, however, she would be 
able to bring out more delicate shading if ghe 
played with her fingers instead of holding a 
tack hammer in each hand, as was apparently 
the case. While this innovation gave a splen- 
did rhythmical energy to her performance, it 
produced on the hearers a sense of monotony. 
The pianist’s pedaling, I would add, was some- 
what academic. I think if she would not keep 
the loud pedal tied down with a rope there 
would be an improvement in.this regard. 
“There seemed to be fifteen or twenty sing- 
ers who took part in the midnight concert, 
although I noticed only three people who 
came away from your fiat at the conclusion of 
the performance. I remarked one voice, a bass, 
that sounded all the deeper passages of the 
various concerted work with a ripeness so 
marked as to be at times almost too much so.

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FOR BOYS’ PLAY 
The Rev. M, P. Boynton Calls 
Streets and Alleys Menace 
to City’s Youth. 


SAYS CHILD IS IGNORED. 
Declares Flat Owners Should 


Turn Grounds into ‘‘Fields’’ 
for Juvenile Sport. 


A plea for real “ back yards” for the chil- 
dren of the city was made in a sermon last 
evening by the Rev. Melbourne P. Boynton 
of the Lexington Avenue Baptist church. 
He pointed out that the “ back yard” could 
be made the physical and mora) salvation of 
the city’s youth. 

“If a person purposes to raise chickens or 
other animals he goes about to build barnes 
and make yards,” he deciared, “ but when one 
has the most important task in life—that of 
raising a child—there seems to be no prepara- 
tion made whatsoever. 

“ The ordinary home is constructed asif the 
coming of a child was the last thing expected. 
No play room is provided. Flat owners are 
as much afraid of children as they would be 
of a fire. Discrimination is made against 
them in all high class buildings. If one 
takes his child to a first class hotel he fints 
that they are more afraid of his child than 
they are of the guest jumping bfs board bill. 


Points to Alley and Street Perils. 

“The lack of attention given the child is 
peculiarly noticeable in the back yards of the 
city. One may traveiall day long and scarce- 
ly see a piece of apparatus erected for theen- 
tertainment and exercise of the children. 

* All over the city the back yards are deep- 
ly sodded, the cement walks nicely brushed; 
the whole thing seems to have on it e eign 
especially erected for the boys, ‘ Keep off 
| the grass and go to the devil.’ 

* The etreeta, however, are full of children. 
The sidewalks are skating rinks, the pave- 
ments marble boards, the vecant lots among 
the tin cans and waste papere the ball parks; 
the alleys with their mud and filth are schools 
of crime and vice. 


How to Fit Up “Back Yard.” 

“ This situation is becoming moreand more 
the rule throughout the city. It is a wonder 
that scores of children are not killed every 
month by automobiles and heavy trucks and 
wagons. 

“Tt ie easy to so equip an ordinary back 
yard that a child will find it the most at- 
tractive place in the netghborhood. Rope 
swings can be put on frames that are inex- 
pensive and easily constructed; the great 
, wooden swings ere now made at a low cost. 

“Teeter boards, sliding boards, turning 
bars and play grounds can be provided with 
small expense and this ought to be done.

‘fation to be aided by Lloyd-George’s handi- 
The workers will have to-pay something 
for the boon which is to be conferred on 
them, and it is right thatthey should. They, 
as well as their employers and the state, 
will have to contribute to the insurance 
gund.

SOCIAL REFORM LAWS. 

The senate by a virtually unanimous vote 
has passed an employer's liability bill abol- 
ishing the doctrines of assumed risk and 
fellow servant. The measure leaves the 
contributory negligence doctrine untouched. 
The Illinois courts already have modified 
this doctrine from its full rigor, and pend- 
ing the establishment of a system of com- 
pensation or industrial insurance it should 
be left as it is. 

But the compensation bill shouldbe passed 
without fail at this session. It is founded 
on the investigation and protracted delibera- 
tion of an excellent special commission. It 
has been considered at length in committee. 
It does not represent haste. It represents 
debate and fair compromise. 

If a beginning of this reform cannot be 
hazarded on such a basis, when can it be? 
We shall never have agreement among all 
interests. What is needed is to establish a 
system, set it in operation, and make read- 
justments according to experience. 

A great social reform is involved in this 
measure. The interests of labor, of capital, 
of tire publie are all concerned in the speedy 
correction of the waste and inhumanity of 
present conditions. Why continue bicker- 
ing? A beginning should be made now.

EXTRAVAGANCE IN STATIONERY. 
Ald. Long, as chairman of the building 

committee, ordered some letter heads which 
cost $50 for: 500 engraved sheets and en- 
velopes. The committee on finance con- 
siders this an extravagance and thinks the 
bill should not be paid. So the alderman 
says he will pay it himself. 

The city could well afford to hand over 
the $50 if municipal officials would there- 
upon swear off from extravagance in sta- 
tionery. If they were to do so the city would 
be saved thousands of dollars. Aldermen 
and heads of city departments and bureaus 
have acted on the theory that nothing was 
too good for them in the way of stationery 
as long as the people footed the bills. Nor 
have they been the only sinners. County 
Officials also insist on having the most ex- 
pensive stationery in the market. 

A great railroad corporation decided re- 
cently that it would not be beneath its dig- 
nity to economize a little in letter paper. 
Formerly every letter from one officer or 
department to another had a sheet of expen- 
sive paper all to itself, no matter how brief 
the note might be. Now thecommunication 
is written at the top of the sheet. The 
answer has to be written immediately below 
it, and thus a lengthly correspondence is 
often carried on on one sheet of faper of 
ordinary size. There has proved to be a 
great saving of money, and business is ex- 
pedited. 

City officers should not be above learning 
from a railroad company. Many mickles 
make a muckle, and if they begin saving 
sheets of letter paper they will be surprised 
at the decrease in the stationery bills. 


PARISIAN “MUTES”’ IN REVOLT. 

With vignerons raiding, burning, and 
smashing, Algerian demonstrants marching 
and countermarching, the League of Fa- 
thers going to jail and suffering for their off- 
spring, with world problems crashing down 
like chininey pots in a high wind, France 
has neglected a smal] but serious rising up 
and striking down which in other less event- 
ful days might have toppled over a cabinet. 

The undertakers’ mutes of Paris are, or 
were, on a strike. The smoke of battle 
opened up briefly to disclose them marching 
and then settled down and we know not 
their fate. Their protest was that they were 
compelled to walk to two funerals a day, 
averaging eighteen miles, in ridiculous uni- 
form. .Winter and summer they appear in 
evening dress of heavy black material and 
wear tall hats of leather. In the brief 
glimpse had of them they were parading 
with placards on their backs ridiculing their 
uniforms, and theater crowds were laugh- 
ing at the procession. 

It is to be feared that the demonstrants 
will walk their way into the Parisian sense 
of humor and be so welcomed there that they 
will lose not only their uniforms but their 
ancient and honorable jobs, 
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BUILDING CORPORATIONS. 

A bill has gone through one branch of the 
legislature authorizing the creation of cor- 
porations to own, build, lease, or operate 
“in each case one building and the site 
therefor ‘of not more than) 80,000 square 
feet of land.” There would be no need of 
this legislation if it were not that under the 
laws of this state, less liberal] and intelligent 
than those of New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, and many other states, a corporation 
cannot be formed to own and operate a sii- 
gle building. | 

There are cogent reasons why. the law 
should be made less rigid. As it stands, it 
delays real estate improvements. Half a 
dozen or more owners of small properties 
in a block would like to pool their interests 
and put up one large, creditable business 
building on their land. If allowed to form 
a corporation there would be no difficulty 
about getting the money for building pur- 
| poses. There would be a demand for the 
shares, as they would represent a safe anj 
profitable form of real estate security. 

These smaller property owners could do 
nothing without a corporate organization, 
They could not raise the money. So each 
of them would put an inferior building on 
his lot, or, if it were-already built on, would 
not tear down the old building to put up a 
-better one. 

When the corporations act was framed 
forty years ago there was a prejudice 
against the creation of corporations to hold 
and deal in real] estate. The framers feared 
a monopolization of farm lands, and they 
| shaped the law for their protection. They 
have nothing to dread from a corporation 
organized to build and operate a single 


building in the city bf Chicago or in other 
Pe | 
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be more owners of property which would 
otherwise be concentrated in the hands of 
a few wealthy men. | 

The bill is one of fines which should 


surely be in the hands of the governor by 
May 19. 


NOT ENTITLED TO THESE PENSIONS 

An attempt is being made in the legisla- 
ture to amend the police pension law so that 
it shall take in telegraph operators and some 
other noncombatant employés of the depart- 
ment. It should be beaten, for it would be 
an injustice to the men whe confront the 
dangers and endure the hardships of police 
service. 

Those dangers are notimaginary. Since 
1886 135 policemen have been killed in the 
discharge of duty, and about 4,000 injured. 
The creation of the police pension fund was 
due to a recognition of the hazardous nature 
of the policteman’s work. The operator, sit- 
ting comfortably in the police station, is ex- 
posed to no perils, As he is not a member 
of the force he cannot be called on even in 
an emergency to do police duty. He is not 
exposed like the man on the beat to the 
vicissitudes of the weather. He sits in his 
chair and sends and receives messages, 
Neither he nor other civilian employés 
should be quartered on a fund which is none 
too large to meet the legitimate demands 
made on it. 

The time will come when all the civil serv- 
ice employés of the city will be the bene- 
ficiaries of a contributory pension system. 
We are not ready for it now, because civil 
service is still in a betwixt and between 
state. The politicians do not allow it to lead 
the untroubled life on which its perfect use- 
fulness depends. With conditions what they 
are pensions must be restricted to the men 
in the hazardous departmeuts of the service 
—the firemen and the policemen. The police 
operators can lay no greater claim to pen- 
sions on the score of merit than can the 
clerks in the controller’s office, or those who 
stand at the windows in the city collector's 
office and take in license money. 

These persons who wish to get at the 
police. pension fund seem to have some 
friends in the legislature. The common 
sense of the majority of the members must 
tell them that the fund is for those who 
bear the heat and burden of the day, and not 
for those who do not. 


CLOSING, THE DOOR ON DIAZ. 


A more striking sign of the strength of 
the revolution in Mexico than such successes 
as have been won by the insurrectos in the 
field is the character of the debates and the 
nature of the measures passed in the federa! 
congress. The house of sedulous puppets 
has vanished, and under the very eyebrows 
of the Great Man deputies speak their mind 
for the first time in a generation, and drastic 
corrective legislation has been passed. 

The house of deputies has passed the con- 
stitutional amendments against reélection 
of president, vice president, and governors 
of states. The last prohibition will stand 
in the way of the establishment of sectional 
Oligarchies. Diaz recommended these re- 
forms in his last message, but the deputies 
regarded the recommendations as those of 
a sick lion who would roar otherwise were 
he well and young. 

The president may not be elected vice 
president or the vice president be elected 
president for the succeeding term, nor may 
any member of the cabinet sitting at the 
time of election be. elected to either office. 
And no person related to president or vice 
president by ties of consanguinity within 
the fourth degree may be elected to those 
offices. 

The doors are closing on the Diaz autocra- 
ey and all that pertains to it. 

Madero was praised in the debates—a 
foolhardy thing were the government strong. 
Madero is a rebel, but men stood up in the 
chamber of deputies and called him a pa- 
triot—after which they went unharmed. 

** We have all of us stood for the re#lec- 
tionist tradition,” said Deputy Lanz Duret.

test on her part. For the National Dental Ald 
Society was constituted by them not fer the 
purpose of extracting real teeth and supply- 
ing artificia) molare on philanthropic terns 
but to extract money from foolish people 
whom they induced to invest in the concern. 
The men, it may be added, have been ex- 
posed repeatedly in print ere this in cennec- 
tion with similar gswindles, and have been 
more especially shown by Henry Labouchere 
in the pages of London Truth. 

With regard te Maria Luisa of Bourbon, 
although she i@ neither a royal highness nor 
a princess, she does posress in her own right 
the Spanish title of duchess, her husband, 
whose name was formerly Juan de Monclus 
y Cabanellas, having, in accordance with 
Spanish laws and custems, become Duke of 
Seville through marriage. When she became 
his wife he possessed a considerable fortune, 
but I understand that some time ago they met 
with reverges and moved from Spain to Lon- 
don where the duchess, who is childless, now 
makes her home at 238. Kensington Square, W. 

_ 

As she is in’ the way of meeting American 
visitors there, it may be as well to explain 
just who she ia. 

The dukedom of Seville formerly wae one 
of the dignities restricted to the princes of 
the reigning house of Spain, and the duchess 
owes her pessession thereof to the fact of her 
being the eldest daughter of the late Duke 
of Seville, though she was net formally es- 
tablished in her rights to the dukedom until 
she had defeated her mother, the widowed 
Duchess of Seville 

The latter is a woman of obscure origin, 
who, making her home in Paris, bore as a 
young girl the name of Josephine Parade. 
She never liked her eldest daughter, Maria 
Luisa, preferring her two younger girls, and 
when, after Maria Luisa married in London 
Don Juan de Monclus y Cabanellas, who pos- 
sessed some fortune, the young couple 
showed a disposition to resist her constant 
and ever increasing demands for money, she 
began legal progeedings in the courtsof Mad- 
rid against her eldest daughter, with the ob- 
ject. of depriving her of the grandeza and of 
her title of Duchess of Seville, on the ground 
that she was illegitimate. 

The proceedings in court brought to light 
the fact that Maria Luise had been born two 
years before the union of her parents had 
been legalized by marriage, which latter. 
however, according to Spanish law, had the 
result of legitimizing her. But the judges 
held that the dowager duchess had failed to 
prove the m@in plea upon which her suit 
against her daugter was based—namely: that 
Maria Luisa, although her child, was not the 
offepring of the late Duke of Seville. 

Popular sympathy wes all, of course, with 
Dona Maria Luisa, who was thus confirmed 
in her honors and dignities. which include 
the grandeza, while the public execration 
against her mother wage so great that she had 
to be specially protected by the police from 
the angry populace on her way to and from 
the court. 


> 

The Duke of Seville, the grandfather of 
the duchess, was a brother of that King, 
Francie of Assissi whe wae the consort of 
old Queen Isabella ef Spain. At one time he 
bore the name of Henry, was deeply in love 
with Isabelle, and engaged to marry her. 
But the match was brought to naught by the 
intrigue of Isabella’s mother, Queen Chris- 
tine, and she was married inatead to his eldest 
brother, Brancis. 

Prince Henry, disappointed in love as well 
as ambition, joined a revolutionary move- 
ment, from the penalties of which he es- 
caped with the loss of some of hig honors 
He then married morganatically a lady of 
the noble house of Casteivi, by whom he had 
four children, and was killed in a duel by 
the late Duc de Montpensier, the husband of 
Queen Isabella's younger sister, in 1870. 

His sons did not inherit the title of prince, 
nor in fact any of his honors, excepting the 
name of Bourbon. They were left in dire 
want. So much so, that they were found 
starving in Paris, and spending nights onthe 
benches of the Champs Blysées and of Cour 
de la Reine, by one of the Carlist leaders. The 
latter brought their penniless condition to 
the notice of Don Carlos, who gave them 
commissiong in his army, in which they took 
part in the Carlist uprising of forty yearsago. 

After the defeat of Don Carlos the late 
King Alfonso interested himeelf in their be- 
half, revived their father's title of Duke of 
Seville In favor of the eldest of the three 
prothers, at the same time conferring upon 
him the grandeza, while the other two were 
given commissions in the army. 

—~o- 

The late Duke of Seville was a ne’er-do- 
well, and in spite of the generosity of the late 
king was in constant pecuniary trouble and 
financial scrapes, until, for shame’s sake, he 
wae shipped off by the Spanish govermment 
with a colonial appointment, first to the West 
Indies and afterwards tothe Philippines. He 
died at sea on his way home, leaving, as I 
have mentioned, three daughters by his mes- 
alliance in 1870 with Josephine Parade. The 
second of his brothers and the uncle, there- 
fore, of the Duchess of Seville, is that'ridicu- 
lous retired Brig. Gem Don Francis of Bour- 
bon Castelvi, who at one time styled himself 
Duke of Anjou and put forward pretensions 
to the throne of France. The only sensible 
thing he has done has been to make two rich 
marriages, on’ each occasion with a Cuban 
heiress, the first of these unions being sol- 
emnized in New York. He has long been de- 
prived of any active military command. 

His younger brother, Albert, is a much more 
sensible fellow and a level headed soldier. 
He was a particular favorite of the late King 
Alfonso, who bestowed upon him the title of 
Marquis of Santa Elena. When last I heard 
of him, two or three years ago, he was com- 
manding as general a division of cavalry in 
the Spanish army. 

Spain, by the bye, will be represented at 
King George’s coronation, not ag heretofore 
on analogous occasions by the Infant Carlos 
of Bourbon, widower of the elder sister’ of 
Alfonso XIII., and now married to the young 
est sister of the Duc d@’Orleane, but by the 
Infant Don Fernando, 

The latter ia a Spaniard by adoption cnd a 
Bavarian by birth. His father is Prince 
Louis Ferdinand of Bavaria, surgeon genera! 
of the German and Spanish armies, and one 
of the cleverest obstetricians of the present 
day, his practice being confined wholly to 
poor and nonpaying patienta. His mother, 
the Infanta Paz, is a danghter of old Queen 
Isabella and a sister of Alfonso XI¥I. Their 
eldest boy, Ferdinand,: married the present 
King of Spain’s youngest sister, Dofia Maria 
Teresa, and on the day of his marriage was 
maturalized a Spaniard and created an In- 
fant; that is to say, a prince of the blood. 
He Was gervirig in the Bavarian army as a 
captain of cavairy until his marriage. 

His suite on the occasion of his visit to Lon- 
don will be headed by the Marquis dela Mino, 
who was for severa] years master of the 
horse to the King, and who on the death of

IN DEFENSE OF COPLEY. 

Peoria, Ill., May 3—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—The article in your issue of last Sun- 
day attacking the vote of Cengressman Cop- 
ley and signed “‘ A Progressive Republican ” 
seems to me to be a little wide of the mark. 
Why is Copley condemned? Because he 
voted against reciprocity with Canada. 
Wherein was that a sin? Itis answefed that 
it was a progressive measure and that Cop- 
ley was nominated on a progressive plat- 
form. But we should remember that reci- 
procity was not even mentioned in the cam- 
paign of last fall, and therefore Copley could 
not be considered as obligated to vote for or 
against it. : 

Again, is reciprocity a measure of the 
progressives? I believe not. I believe it is 
the measure of President Taft and should 
be ‘regarded as such. Mr. Taft certainly 
repudiated his party’s pledge for tariff.re- 
vision when he aided in the passage of the 
Payne-Aldrich bill. In his famous Winona 
speech he defended this action on the 
giounds of necessity of “ party solidarity.’’ 
By this action he secured the support of the 
interests, but alienated the masses. He now 
seeks reinstatement by the reciprocity meas- 
ure which hurts not the mantfacturing in- 
terests but the farmer. Reciprocity is cer- 
tainly far different from downward revision 
by a tariff board. It is not a progressive 
measure but a measure to popularize Mr. 
Taft preparatory to 1912.

DRINK LIKE AN ANIMAL,

The thing to do then is to learn to drink out 
of the above cup without taking the rim into 
the mouth and In contact with mucous sun 
faces. This is easily done by puckering the 
mouth and allowing the rim to rest well down 
on the lower lip, placing the whole mouth 
into the cup as it were. This could be best 
shown by a cut of a face with a cup raised 
to the mouth in the act of drinking. The 
writer has practiced this plan for a number 
of years and presumes hundreds of others 
have done the same thing, although I have 
never seen it suggested.

NOBODY TO MEET JOHNSON 


Carl Morris Only Remains, but 
Pugilistic World Does Not 
Favor the Giant. 


‘When Jim Fiynn, Pueblo fireman, hung 
that right swing on Al Kaufmann's jaw and 
sent the Californian to the canvae for the 
fatal ten count at Kansas City the other 
night the last hope of the boxing fraternity 
for a white champion went flickering into 
nothingness. The truth of this statement 
cannot be denied even by those who are 
known to possess the most sound judgment 
on things pugilistic. 

Kaufmann was considered the man closest 
to Jack Johnson, world’s champion, in fight- 
ing ability. He was considered even more 
formidable than Sam Langford, man of the 
same color as Johnsen, but this sudden and 
surprising defeat at the hands of the Colora- 
do fireman relegates him backward so far 
that it would be surprising if he ever will 
get a chance to mill against the present 
titleholder. 

No one, not even those who follow the game 
most persistefitly, dreamed that the Califor- 
nian would fall a victim to Flynn. To all ap- 
pearances it looked as if the Denverite was in 
for the beating of his life. They now are placing 
the blame of Kaufmann’'s defeat te lack of condi- 
tion, but that is not argument when considered 
from all angles of the game. Reports of the fight 
had it tha he Californian was in good condition,, 
but et this distance and at this time it is not easy 
to say whether or not this is true. No one will dis- 
pute the fact the Californian should have been in 
good condition, just the same as any other fighter 
should be in the best of fettle when entering the 
ring. So if Kaufmann slipped up in this respect 
he has no one to blame but himself. 

> 

The thing that stands out most conspicuously 
as a resuit of Kaufmann’s relegation as a con- 
tender for the heavy weight title is the regrettabie 
admission by all who know pugilism that Jack 
Johnson occupies a place all alone. Unti? Kauf- 
mann's defeat it was the belief that he had the 
best chance to wrest the tithe from the negro. 
New no one can see one single person who is to be 
conceded a chance against Johnson. 

The situation that presents itself {n this meeting 
between’ Fiynn and Kaufmann is not hard to 
understand. Few, indeed, have been the battles 
in which Kaufmann has opposed an opponent of 
the type of Flynn. The fireman weighs only 1T1 
pounds, while Kaufmann is a 200 pounder. It 
naturally would be supposed that the Hghter man 
possessed the greater speed. He showed at Kan- 
sas City that he did, but it wasn’t that so much 
that brought the downfall of the ‘‘white hope."’ It 
br A ac rushing, bulldog style of milling that 

Though Fiynn’s face was pummeled and swollen 
badly from Kaufmann's punches, he never stop ped 
tearing in, with the reswit that he never gave Al 
a chance to get set for a wallop of the knockout 
variety. And when the Colorado man came in 
he alWays had the full force of his momentum 
to strengthen his punches, which made them ef- 
fective. Flynn seldom missed his mark, and it 
was the constant succession of right swings that 
mainly brought Al to the canvas for the last time. 

ae 

Viewing the result from a standpoint of what 
effect Kaufmann’'s defeat will have on the heavy- 
weight situation, there is presented a most 
lamentable fact. Flynn, triurmphant over the man 
who was considered the most formidable of the 
‘* hopes,’ never was better than a triaj horse and 
a Hght one at that, for the heavies of the last 
couple of years. His record showe many defeats, 
the worst of which was measured out by Sam 
Langford, the Boston negro. Therefore it would 
be foolish to think of the ItaMan—Ftynn is an 
Italilan—as an opponent for Johnson. 

Langford knocked out Flynn after handing him 


a terrific beating in seven rounds not long ago. 
So badly was the white man trimmed that he was 
forced to go toa hospital for treatment. Therefore, 
exit him asa ‘’ hope."’ 

That leaves Carl Morris, and as the dyed in the 
wool pugilistic follower isn’t placing all the con- 
fidence fn the world in the Oklahoma giant yet, it 
looks as if the negro haen’t anything to worry 
about as far as his title is concerned.

Marsh to Train Royal Stablé andJones

LONDON, April 27.—If by any possible and 
happy chence one of the horses belonging to 
King George V. can lead the field home in. one 
of the big events of the present season—say 
the Derby or the Oaks—the cup of the British 
horse racing public will be filled to overfiow- 
ing. In addition te being the year of his 
coronation, it is his majesty’s first year as a 
racer of horses on the English turf. 

Last year the racing horses bequeathed to 
King George by the late King Bdward were 
handed over to the temporary care of. the 
Earl of Derby, one of the closest persona! 
friends of the king. This was following the 
precedent set by King Edward, who in the 
first year following the death of Queen Vic- 
torla placed his racing stable under the 
colors of the late Duke of Devonshire. 


Marsh to Train Horses. 

The royal horses still are to be trained by 
Richard Marsh, who turned out Florized IT, 
Persimmon and Diamond Jubilee for King Ed- 
ward. Herbert Jones will continue to be first 
jockey for King George as he was for King Ed- 
ward and Egerton house, the renowned esta blish- 
ment at Newmarket where Marsh rules supreme, 
will continue to be the headquarters of the king’s 
thoroughbreds. Yet another link between the pres- 
ent monarch and his late father ig the reten- 
tion of the invaluable sefvices of Lord Marcus 
Beresford as manager of both the racing stable 
at Newmarket and the breeding stud at Sand- 
ringham. 

Herbert Jones jumped into fame and fortune 
by riding Liamont Jubilee to victory in the Derby 
In 1900. The great horse had taken a violent 
dislike to Morny Cannon, who wae to pllet him 
in the big event, and Jones was substituted. Seon 
afterwards he was chosen first jockey for King 
Edward, 


Copies Tod Sloan’s Crouch. 


He was one of the first active riders to appre- 
ciate the advantage of the American crouch with 
which Tod Sioan swept ali before him in Bng- 
land. In fact, Jones went the great Tod one 
better and out-crouched him for several years, 
but since then has modified his seaj, 

The king now has twenty-three ses in train- 
ing. Of the lot fOur won races last year un- 
der the colore of the Darl of Derby. Chatterer, 
by the famous Florizei Ll., a 3 year old, gives 
promise of bringing the royal colors home first 
in sore of the big events of the year. 

That his owner and his trainer think well of 
his ability is shown by the fact that he is 
entered for the Coronation cup at Epsom and the 
gold cup at Ascot. 

Of the big races of the year, the Derby {fe to 
be run on May 81, the Oaks June 2 the Eclipse 
stakes on July 14, the St. Leger on Sept. 18. the 
Jockey Club stakes on Sept. 28 and the Cesare.

“ Robert E. Burke is the central figure in 
Tilinois politics, in my opinion,’ be said, “‘and 
the County Democracy is the greatest Demo- 
cratic organization of the nation. 

“There's a lot of bunk in this judgeship, 
business. A judge can décide most ques- 
tions any way he wants. You will notice 
that attorneys on both sides of @ case are 
able to find plenty of legal authorities to 
support their contentions.

WANT ORDINANCE PASSED 


Measure Now Beforo Council 
Being Fought by Federation 
of Labor Because of Strike. 


Uniess the city council at its meeting to- 
night gives encouragement to an ordinance 
now before the judiciary committee, increas- 
ing taxicab rates in Chicago, either the 
meters will be removed from every taxicab 
operating in the city or suit will be begun 
for an injunction restraining the city from 
enforcing the present ordinance. 

This decision was arrived at yesterday by 
the threé nonunion taxicab concerns in the 
city, the Wealden W. Shaw company, the 
Owen H. Fay company, and the Auto-Taxicab 
company, operating altogether about 170 
machines, when it was learned that the Chi- 
cago Bederation of Labor had adopted a 
resolution condemning the ordinance on the 
ground that it was advocated by a “ taxicab 
trust.’’ 

Higher Rates Are Asked. 

The proposed ordinance makes rates as fol- 
lows: 

First half mile, 60 cents, instead of 40 
cents. 

Bach additional quarter mile, 10 cents. 

Each piece of baggage. carried on driv- 
er’s seat, 20 cents. 

Charge for each passenger exceeding 
one, 20 cents for entire journey. 

According to John Hertz, manager of the 
Walden: Shaw company, the present ratesare 
ruinous to firms which, out of a desire to 
keep the good will of patrons, maintain me- 
ters om their machines. Two firms, the Chi- 
cago Taxicab company and the Dan Canary 
company, he said, already have been forced 
out of; business. 

“The present ordinance,” said Mr. Hertz, 
“is virtually confiscatory. We are com- 
pelled to haul four passengers from any hotel 
in the loop to any railroad station within the 
same district for ferty cents. We lose money 
on every short haul of this kind, and these 
short hauls make up a large part of the 
business, 


Accuses Labor Leaders. 

** The agitation against the ordinance is led 
by labor leaders whom we beat in the recent 
chauffeurs’ strike. They want to put us 
out of business and leave the city at the 
mercy of the so-called independents ‘who 
operate without meters and are ‘ independ- 
ent’ just to the extent that they are under 
no Obligations to play fair with the public. 

“The gist of this whole matter lies In the 
fact that the independents do not carry 
meters Under the ordinance @ cab without 
a meter which cartes two passengers can 
charge $3 an hour ‘ or any part of an hour. 
If it is a four paseenger car the charge is $4 
an hour ‘or any part of.ap hour,’ and if it 
is a five passenger car the charge is $5 an 
hour with the same elastic clause In prac- 
tical operation this enables the independent 
to size up his fare andif he js a ‘mark’ charge 
just what he pleases. Independents never 
make a short haul for less than $1.”

SPEAK ON ALDRICH PLAN. 
Widespread Interest Manifested 
in Proposed Reform of the 
Currency System.

New York, May 17.—[Special.}—The . ad- 
dress of President Forgan of the |First 
National Bank of Chicago to the execiitive 
council of the American Bankers’ association 
at Nashville, a few days ego, the admir- 
abie adalysis and interpretation of the Ald- 
rich currency plan which was written by 
George M. Reynolds of the Continental and 
Commercial National bank of Chicago, and 
the action of the executive council In warm- 
ly approving the fundamental principle of 


the so-called Aldrich currency plan consti- {| 


tute the most important features of the re- 
cent meeting of that council. 

This meeting of itself reveals the wide- 
spread interest which American bankers 
end the American people are taking in the 
proposed currency and banking refogm. 

President Forgan’s speech ig reported here 
to have been one of the ablest ever delivered 
before a meeting of American bankers. Some 
of the details of the so-called Aldrich plan 
Mr. Forgan believed could be modified or 
altered to advantage. But that was precise- 
ly what ex-Senator Aldrich has expected 
and even hoped would happen. He has al- 
ways been of the opinion that public agita- 
tion and careful discussion by bankers 
would result in perfecting some of the de- 
tails of the proposed banking system. 

The national monetary commission, from 
the time of its organization until the present 
day, has been to a great extent occupied with 
the problem how the government bonds, 
which are now used almost exclusively as 
the basis of national bank note cirdulation, 
can best be eliminated from a national bank- 
ing and currency system. That was a puz- 
ziing question. 

lt wae not difficult to work out e plan 
whereby the reserves of the national banks 
should be so concentrated and so swiftly 
mobilized in times of emergency amto make 
them ingtantly effective against panic. Nor 
was it difficult to perfect a tentative phan 
by means of which the natfonal banks could 
receive from a central reserve association 
notes bawed upon the securities and the as- 


sets and commercial paper held by the na- ' 


tional banks 
But how to get rid of the government bonds 
without impairing the credit that was in them 
—that was the difficult question. For it had 
been well understood by the currency com- 
mission’ and has been widely proclaimed by 
the fending bankers of the United States, 
that as long aw bank notes are besed' upon the 
security of government bonds, just so long 
‘our currency system will lack the elasticity 
which is. vital to perfect currency. 


New Security for Circulation. 

The recommendation which was made by 
the national council and which will be sub- 
mitted in the autumn to the American Bank- 
ers’ association contains the provision that 
the national reserve association, which is to 
be fhe central authority of the new system, if 
that system be created, must for a period of 
one year offer to purchase at par and accrued 
isterest the 2 per cent bonds now held by the 
government as security for national bank cir- 
ulation. This reserve association shall take 
over these bonds with the equivalent cur- 
rency privilege and assume the responsibility 
for the redemption of outstanding bank notes 
which are secured by these bonds. In place 
of these bank notes it may issue circulating 
botes which shall be free from all taxation. 

If. the national reserve association were 
able to buy @ithin a year the 2 per cent bonds 
Which are now held by the government to 
scuré national bank circulation, paying for 
those bonds at par and accrued interest, then 
there can be no doubt that a long step would 
have been taken toward the ultimate elimi-

Indicates Confidence in the Coun- 


try’s Industrial Future. 


DEMAND FOR “ALL ISSUES. 


Those of Low Grade as Well as Those 
Rated High Sought by Capital. @ 


(NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LBADER } 

New York, May 7.—[(Gpecial.]—Though the 
movement of stocks was more varied and 
the fluctuations of prices more important 
than since some time back, the real inter- 
est in last week's trading in securities cen- 
tered in the bond market. The development 
of the latter was sufficient to make it clear 
that we are face to face with a broadening 
in the investment demand for bond is- 
sues, which promises to assume a still wider 
scope unless checked by some untoward 
event. ‘The clear meaning of this broaden- 
ing of the demand for bonds ie thet capital 
becomes restive under long discouragement 
end the excessive ease in interest rates and 
forces which, in such a situation, usually 
assert themselves are beginning to have ef- 
fect. 

That the present demand for bonds is not 
due solely to a desireto place capital in safety 
in securities of impregnable value is ehown 
by the fact that the demand, which at first 
made itself felt in the highest grade is- 
sues, has already extended to many issues 
of lesser grade. The mere necessity of ob- 
taining a higher rate of interest than that 
which could be had on the balance in bank 
would not create a demand for many of the 
issues which have participated in the re- 
cent improvement in the bond. market 


Indicates Confidence. 


Numerous convertible issues and bonds yielding 
upward of 4% per cent have felt the improvement 
as have, too, the bonds which show a yield of less 
than 4 per cent. Iseues such as New York City 
bonds have been selling at new high prices for the 
year, but #0, too, have many issues of inferior 
grade. This means at once that capital is again 
seeking investment and that the probiem of obtain- 
ing. @ reasonable return is being solved in a way 
which indicates confidence in the future of the 
country’s commerctal and industrial etability. 

Misgivings which some have entertained are not 
refiected in the course which investors have been 
pursuing in the recent purchase of bonds. This 
‘attitude on the part of investors does not preclude 
the belief that there are some months of quiet 
trading ahead, but it does suggest strongty that a 
fecling of optimism regarding the not distant future 
prevails among those whose purchases have turned 
the tide of the bond market. 

No Firmer Tone in Money Market. 

Neither Increased activity in the bond market nor 
the lessening of the inflow of cash from the interior 
resuited In any firmer tone im last week's money 
market It is clear that the funds available have 
greatly aided the amount of those which have been 
taken from the market for permanent investment. 

The fact is that cash has been lying idle nm the 
vaults of the banks, which have preferred! to build 
up excessive reserves’ rather than employ the funds 
in the money market at such rates as they might 
bring. ‘This is but one phage of the superabundance 
of money, another Important effect of which is the 
afoility of the market to establish and maimain 
the large credite abroad.
